| drafied upon to meet expenses for the month of November, 
$ leaving little or no specie in the Treasury, that can be legiti- 
E mately nsed for ordinary purposes. I think that atleast seven- 
m ly thousand of the seventy-five thousand ($75,000 00) in specie 
E onging fo the General School Fund should be immediately 
| innsferred to State account for disbursement, and replaced by 


U.S. 5 per cent. Bonds, now standing to the credit of State ac- 


| out, This would still leave sufficient specie to the credit of

the General Sehoo! Fund to meet the drafts that are being pe. 
sented under the provisions of the 12th and 18th sections of « ‘An 
Act to establish a system of schools.” 
By thus transferring the seventy thousand dollars ($70,000 00) 
that amount, with thirty-nine thousand three hundred and sey- 
_enty-five ($39,375 00) interest that will be due on the tst Jan, 
1856, upon one million five hundred and seventy-five thousand 
dollars ($1,575,000 00,)U. S. Bonds, will give this office suficient 
disbursable funds, to meet all the demands against it, until the 
close of the present session of the Legislature.
